THE SOCCEROOS were happy after their 
performances against the two Germany's and 
Chile last week in their first-ever World Cup 
finals. 
They shouldn’t have been. They were 
beaten 2-0 by East Germahy, 3-0 by West 
Germany and were lucky to draw 0-0 against 
Chile. 
No defeated team has the right to be 
happy. 
Judging by the compliments showered on them 
by the overseas and Australian press, one would 
imagine we had a chance of winning the World Cup. 

lf we had been beaten 1-0 by Chile on Saturday | 
suppose everyone would have been delighted because 
that would have been another so-called respectable 
result against a world class side. 

Australia has proved one thing in their World Cup 
finals debut — they are popular losers. But what a 
pity they could not be unpopular winners. 

‘No-one would take credit from the great captaincy 
of Peter Wilson and the rest of his Socceroos for the 
hard fighting performances against the Germans. But 
let's cut out the kidding, that first half effort against 
an inferior Chile on Sunday morning was pathetic.
